The series is sponsored by the col¬ 
lege’s English Department to help 
support its Shakespeare Fund. 
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Department News 

The English Department has many modern machines 
at its disposal. The taperecorders are used in the speech 
classes to help girls who have difficulty in their speech. 
This gives the student a chance to hear herself and 
to correct her speech errors. The school now has two 
television sets. One television set is in the language 
office. The other television set in Room 203 is for 
school use. Television programs are not used during 
classes because many of the programs shown con¬ 
flict with the school schedules. However, special Eng¬ 
lish programs will be presented to our senior English 
girls in December. 

Mr. Gerber, the chairman of the English Depart¬ 
ment, has suggested that serious students who wish to 
improve their reading, follow this simple but effective 
formula: 

1. Read — Read — Read — 

Read any material as long as it’s in good 
taste. Books, magazines, newspapers, essays, 
plays, and short stories. 

2. Read easy material 

Read easy material so that you can gradu¬ 
ally climb to a higher reading level. 

3. Develop a dictionary habit 

Use the dictionary at a moment’s notice and 
look up any word you may not be sure of. 

These three little rules are very important and we hope 
the girls will take Mr. Gerber’s advice. 

Social Studies Club Activities 

The Social Studies Department reports that approxi¬ 
mately 78% of the girls passed the social studies 
regents last year. To increase student knowledge in 
social studies, special studies of the presidential elec¬ 
tions and the United Nations are being conducted in 
history classes. 

Dr. Cohen said the Discussion Club has increased in 
attendance this term. A number of appointed delegates 
from the Discussion Club will be sent to Daily Mirror 
Youth Forum, Brooklyn College Model Congress and 
Herald Tribune Conference. The Discussion Club spon¬ 
sored the November 4, Election Assembly. 

Are You Looking for a Job? 

The Business Education Department, headed by Dr. 
Hale, is stressing the value of developing a sense of 
-responsibility in students. Employers are looking for 
employees who behave cooperatively and who can be 
depended upon. 

Selected films, the tape recorder, and bookkeeping 
machines will be used this term to provide additional 
sources of education. To aid our girls, Mrs. Peyser’s 
Stenography Club will meet on Tuesday afternoon. 

The Business Education Department works very 
closely with the New York Employment Service. Mini¬ 
mum requirement for a secretarial position is a high 
school diploma. Employers seek girls who have the 
ability to type well and can take 80 words per minute 
in shorthand. 

Dr. Hale believes that every student should have at 
least one year of typing. Typing will be of help to 
every student, whether she takes an academic, commer¬ 
cial, or general course. 

New Scientific Equipment for Classes 

If you have been wondering what is on the science 
agenda this year, Mr. Blechman, the head of the 
Science Department, has authorized me to end your 
curiosity. The teaching will continue at the same high 
standard. 

In December, we are going to have a Satellite Assem¬ 
bly. The rumor that we are preparing to send a girl 
out into space is, however, greatly exaggerated. 

Science Departments in all of the nation’s high 
schools now receive additional funds from the Federal 
Government under the National Defense Education Act. 
Girls High shares in this, and we have been allotted 
hundreds of dollars for new science equipment. Most 
of the new materials will begin coming in during this 
school year. It will include new apparatus, glassware, 
chemicals, motion pictures, charts, models, and speci¬ 
mens. An important new piece of teaching equipment 
will be a microprojector with which we shall be able to 
project microscopic objects on a large size screen for 
all the class to see at once. 

We hope with the new funds to replace our old micro¬ 
scopes and to obtain the newest models available. 

All of this should make our science teaching more 
effective, but in the final analysis, the effectiveness of 
the teaching and its results will depend on the effort 
expended by you, the students. Equipment is invalu¬ 
able but the core of improvement is hard work on the 
part of the girls.

I am one of your former pupils 
(Class of June i€L9H6). Perhaps you 
will remember me, for teachers, I 
have noted, have a remarkable ca¬ 
pacity for remembering names and 
faces. 

After my high school graduation, 
I attended Brooklyn College, both as 
an undergraduate and a graduate 
student. I taught French and Spanish 
in various junior high schools and 
high schools in the city for approxi¬ 
mately three years.

Dear Girls, 

A recent news item in the New York Times was 
headed, “Teen-Agers Urged to Avoid Smoking,” and 
“Cancer Society Is Working on National Scale Using 
Schools and Groups.” It goes on to state: 

“The American Cancer Society is seeking, on 
a nationwide scale, to woo teen-agers away from 
smoking. 

By working through the schools and through 
youth groups such as the Boy Scouts, the society 
hopes to persuade a large proportion of the na¬ 
tion’s young people that smoking may lead to lung 
cancer.” 

There are many teen-agers who have the strength 
of character, and the wisdom too, to avoid taking up 
smoking. They are able to see through the teen-ager 
who starts to smoke in order to impress others with his 
“grown-up” behavior. It is fortunate that more and 
more teen-agers are joining the wise ones. 

The wise teen-agers know the facts about smoking. 
Thus, they know that non-smokers increase their 
chances for longer and healthier living. They know 
that the smoker of half a pack of cigarettes a day 
increases his chances of getting cancer eight times, 
and that smokers of two packs a day run twenty times 
the risk of getting cancer. They also know that smokers 
are more subject to heart disease, to nervous tension, 
and possibly to other diseases. Finally, they know 
enough not to be deceived by the lure of advertising. 
They refuse to be trapped into a life-long habit which 
too often leads to disaster. 

I am glad to state that, from my observations of the 
Girls High students as they go to and from the school, 
the number of smokers has decreased. It is my earnest 
hope that before long all will have become the wise 
teen-agers who refuse to “fall” for the specious lures 
of high powered advertising.

Diploma Requirements 

Requirements for high school dip¬ 
lomas have been made more rigid by 
New York State. All students now 
in high school are affected by the 
new rules. 

In order to receive an academic or 
commercial diploma, students must 
now complete 19 units of study in¬ 
stead of 18, and all diplomas require 
one year of mathematics. Students 
with a 90% or better average and no 
mark lower than 80% on Regents are 
eligible to receive a diploma with 
honor. 

Those who have an 85% or better 
class average and no mark lower than 
75% on the Regents are able to re¬ 
ceive a diploma with merit. The grade 
advisers are the people students 
should see if they have any questions 
about the new rules.
